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History of the Famous Ballindalloch Herd: Il. 


Jt will be n-cessarv 
now that we devete sonic 
space to an exanuination 
of the different families 
at present existing ia the 
herd in female line. We 
shall afterwards make a 
very few remarks on those 
families which have had mote or less ephemeral existence in the 
years of the past. 

According to the last issue of the private catalogue (1891), 
we find in the herd the following families: Erica, Jilt, Ruth, Pride, 
Lady Fanny, Miss Burgess, Nosegay, Rose, Coquette, Heather Blos- 
som, Sybil, Rachel and Waterside Matilda. Of these, Erica, Jilt, 
Lady I'anny, Miss Burgess, Nosegay and Coquette have been at 
Ballindalloch for many years, while the others are more or less 
modern importations. Carrying out the order of the catalogues, 
we must first write of the Ericas. 

Erica 843, as has already been mentioned, was bought by Sir 
George at the Kinnaird sale in 1861, where she cost him 50 guineas. 
A cheap purchase indeed! She had previously been a prize winner 
at the National Show at Perth in the class for cows and had taken 
many prizes at local shows. It may be said to have been fortunate

Florence 1274. That Eri- 
ca would have been beaten 
on her merits at that show 
is however, quite certain, 
as her successful rival was 
the celebrated Pride of 
Aberdeen 6581, probably 
the best heifer of the 
breed yet seen. She would however, if in good condition probably 
have been second. In 1861 as a cow, Erica 843 was placed third at 
the Highland Society but one of those before her was disqualified 
so that she was actually second. She was also first at the local 
show. In that year she was sold to Sir George Mapherson Grant 
for 50 gs., the highest price at the Kinnaird sale. It is needless to 
remark here on the many excellent animals that now trace descent 
from this valuable cow. Erica 843 was not herself a very large 
cow, but was almost bigger than what is called a “big little one.” 
She stood on very short legs and had a lovely feminine head and 
splendid quality. The accompanying tabulation shows the material 
in her pedigree. 

It may be mentioned here that Emily 332 was Lot 20 in Mr. 


Watson’s sale at Auchtertyre in 1853. She was then a one-year-old 
heifer and was described in the catalogue as “by Old Jock, dam

for the breed that she came to Ballindalloch when she did, for a 
aoe —_ afterwards Lord Southesk’s herd was destroyed by the 
rinderpest. 


The authors of the work “On Polled Cattle” give the following 
description of Erica when writing (p. 146) of the first Kinnaird 
herd, notes for which were supplicd them by the Hon. Charles Car- 
negie: “Last but not least of the heifers of 1857 must be men- 
tioned Erica 848, by Cupbearer 59, out of Emily 332. Not being 
either an early or a very strong calf, Erica 843 was not shown as 
a yearling. In the autumn of 1858, the late Mr. Collie, Ardgay, 
paid a visit to Kinnaird and was so much struck by her beauty that 
he begged Lord Southesk to make her up for the shows next year. 
This was done and at the local show she was first and very much 
admired. Unfortunately however, at the Highland Society’s Show 
she was for certain reasons, out of condition and consequently 
looking at her worst—her fault, a slight tendency to slackness in 
the back, showing very prominently, so much so, that the judges 
put her out before either of her companions, Dolores 1285 and 


Beauty, the dam of Sir T. Burnett’s famous bull.” She cost Lord 
Southesk 39 gs. at that sale. 


Erica gave birth at Ballindalloch to four cow calves—in 1865, 
to Erica 2d 1284 by Chieftain 318; in 1867, to Eisa 977 by Trojan 
402; in 1869, to Enchantress 981 by Trojan 402; and in 1870, to 
Ella 1205 by Kildonan 405. Erica 2d 1284 produced two cow calves 
—in 1868, Erica 3d 1249 and in 1869, Erica 4th 1697, both to the 
service of Trojan 402. The former was sold to Mr. Duff, Hillock- 
head, where in 1873 she became the mother of Young Viscount 736; 
the latter passed into the possession of the Earl of Fife. Ella 1205 
was sold to Mr. J. F. Macgregor, Garline, a tenant on the estate 
and in due course of time gave birth to Emma of Garline 1733. 
This branch of the family has had many descendants and while 
some have passed through Sir George’s hands at various times, 
they have not been cultivated by him. They have been crossed by 
bulls of all degrees of excellence, or want of excellence. without 
system or consistency and they do not in consequence show that 
family resemblance or distinctness of type which is so desirable in 
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any fold, nor have they made much mark in the records of tke H. 
and A. Society’s premium lists. One female descendant (and one 
only) of Erica 2d 1284 kas been in Sir George’s possession, Miss 
M’Pherson 1252, she having been bought by him at the Cortachy 
sale in 1£82 for 300 guincas. She bred two bulls of doubtful merit 
and then went to the butcher. She was a small cow of excellent 
quality, an extraordinary milkcr and being by Cupbearcr of Bal- 
lindalloch 451, was considerably in-bred. 

A writer in the American “Brecders’ Gazctte,” in one of a 
series of intcresting articles on the families of Aherdeen-Angus 
eattle, wrote on February 25, 189i, while investigating the “Erica” 
family, as follows: “In Scotland one branch of the Kiidonon Ericas 
stands cut in more than usual prominence from the fact that a 
member of that particular strain has been purchased from Ballin- 
dalloch at a price amcunting to nearly $2,000.” On May 6, 1891, 
a letter appeared from Sir George pointing out that Edma Erica, 
the cow in questicn, was not purchased ky him; and Mr. Goodwin, 
commenting on Sir George’s lctter, quotes a passage from Mr. 
M’Combie’s sale catalogue in 1885. For this passage Sir Gcorge 
can certainly not be Leld responsible and as it is dcsirable that the 
mattcr should ke cleared up, I offer the following very simple ex- 
pianation which my readers may rely upon as correct: Mr. Stew- 
art, Sir George’s manager, was present at the Balvenie sale when 
Edma Erica was sold and he bid for her as acting for Mr. Grant, 
Advie, who took the cow home and so far as I know still has her in 
his possession. 

We do not propose to notice at greater Icngth the descendants 
of these first and last daughters of Erica, but in a few lines shall 
confine ourselves to what have now come to be known as the “Tro- 
jan” Ericas, descendants of Eisa and Enchantress. It will be con- 
venient here to quote the words of the late Mr. William Macdonald, 
of the “North British Ag- 
riculturist,’ a judge of no 
mean order, in reference 
to these cows.

The Ruths have not been long enough at Ballindalloch to jud 
their merits there, but it is well known that they have been broy : 
to considerable perfection by Mcssrs. Anderson, Wellhouse; Stephen. 
son, Newcastle; and Mackenzie, Dalmore; and there is every reason 
to hope that they will kave a prosperous career in the herd, 

Of the Pride family there are two branches at Ballindalloch 
and it will be well to distinguish between them. These are descend- 
ed from Pride of Mulken 1919 (out of Pride of Aberdeen 5th 1174 
by Bright 454) and from Kindness 1412 (out of Pride of Aberdeen 
3d 1168 by Black Prince of Tillyfour 366), both these, Prides 5th 
and 3d, being daughters of Pride of Aberdeen 581, the originator 
of the far-famcd name. As already indicatcd, Pride of Mulhen 
1919 came to Ballindalloch in 1867 and proved a true and regular 
breeder. Mated with Elcho 595, she preduced Pride of Strathspey 
“182 in 1879 and the latter in turn to the service of Young Viscount 
736, gave birth to Pride of Tervie 7060, prcbably as good a “Pride” 
as ever walked and first prize cow at the Highland Show at Dun- 
fries in 1886. The old cow has also produced two first class bulls 
in Provost 1259 and Ply- 
tarch 5632. Her daughter 
Pride of Invereshie 7059 
by Justice 1462, is dam of 


ing on the Perth show in 
1871, Mr. Macdona!d, writ- 
ing in 1882, said: “Eisa 
was easily first, and a re- 
markably sweet, ladylike, 
evenly-balanced cow she 
was. Indeed I hardly think 
that for genuine cow char- 
acter, quality and sym- 
metry combined, any of 
the Highland  Society’s 
winners since would fa- 
vorably compare with her. 
To the Ericas yet another 
premium went on_ that 
eventful oceasicn. En- 
chantress 981 of Ba'lin- 
dalloch, an animal of no 
great substance or size 
(Enchantress grew to be 
a cow of more than aver- 
age scale-——Author) but of 


Prince Inca 7844, now in 
service and winner of the 
second prize at the recent 
Highland show at Stirling. 

Kindness 1412 was 
bought at a Drumin sale 
in 1873 as a yearling for 
39 guineas. Having been 
accidentally served at 
Drumin, she had a ealf in 
1874 and in all produced 
fifteen calves before she 
went to the shambles in 
1890 at the age of eight- 
een years. All her pro- 
duce have been sold with 
the exception of four fe- 
males, one of which died 
in calving and a simple 
sum in arithmetic shows 
that she has brought to 
the credit of the herd the 


extraordinary sweetness, 
quality and style, won the 
first ticket in the two- 
year-old class.” This then, 
is the certiticate of an unbiased observer of the merits of two ani- 
mals which were left to Sir George to found and build a family on. 
Whether he has succecded we are not disinclined to ailow public 
opinion, as expressed in hard cash, to be the judge and will only 
recall that at the Ballindalloch sale in 1890, eightecn females of this 
family—9 cows, 2 two-year-old hcifers, 6 yearling heifers and 1 
calf—brought the fine average of £79 3s. 2d. However, before con- 
cluding our remarks on tke “Erica” family, we wish to give a few 
names, first of cows and then of bulis, that are wcll worthy of re- 
cord: Eva 984, Echo 2976, Eila 3794, Eugenie 4170, Electra 4186, 
Ebonite 4181 Evening 4187, Equity 4671, Edclweiss £605, Elka 7045, 
Elegy 7046, Edvisca 9921, Evergreen 9929, Eloquence 11207, E'ga 
11206, Elvira 12429, Eleusa 12428, Eurcka 13707, Elasticity 13703, 
Eleuthera 13704, Eurya 13708, Equation 15047, Edelite 15041.Eure- 
lia 16493, and others. It is not casy to give the names of all the 
bulls of this family who have proved their worth either in the show- 
yard or at tke stud, but svch namcs as Elcho 595, Cluny 1283, 
Etonian 1658. Blackamore 1980, Ethelred 1440, Editor 1460, English- 
man 2076, Sir Evelyn 2340, Ermine Bcarer 2082, Evander 3717, 
Erroll 2723, Energ'y 4643 Esquire 5346, Epsom 7£07 and others 
readily recur to memory. 

“The Ericas show striking uniformity of type and show un- 
doubted indications of high breeding. They are deep, broad, com- 
pact, low-set cattle, with short, fine legs, excellent ribs and loins, 
beautiful quality, graceful heads and very rich cover of flesh.” 
(“On Polled Cattle,” p. 363). 

Jilt 973, we have already said, was purchased at Tillyfour in

very handsome sum, for 
eleven animals, of £1192 
15s. Od, while her daugh- 
ter of 1875, Koh-i-noor 
2984, brought for six calves the sum of £481 6s. Od., so that the old 
cow, besides having two daughters now in the herd, is responsible 
for £1674 1s. 0d. Verily an Eldorado, my masters! She never bred 
a first class bull. but most of her daughters, ten in number, have 
been of considerable merit. 

On the Lady Fanny family we have already had the occasion 
to touch. They all spring from Lady Fanny 971, a daughter by 
King Charles 236, of Young Mary 527, known as the “Paris cow” 
from her having been exhibited at the Concourse Agricole in the gay 
city in 1856. They ave a very prolific tribe, some of the cows 
having on more than one cezasion produced twins, and they have a 
very general resemblance to the Ericas. Among the best daughters 
of the family are remembered—Flirt 2979, Lady Fatima 3798, Lady 
Fortune 46€8, Lady False 5614, the twins Lady Flo 12437 and Flush 
12438, Freedom 12435, Lady Florid 15055, ete. At the spring sa'e 
of bulls at Perth in 1891 Sir George sold Financier of Ballindalloch 
8328 to Mr. Stuart, Sussex, for 150 guineas. At the Highland 
show at Stirling the same year he was an outstanding first prize 
winner in his class. : 

The Miss Burgess is another old and original family Miss 
Burgess 1198 was purchased from Mr. Alexander Burgess, Slack 
of Ballindalloch. Although somewhat short of pedigree the family 
has produced two first prize National Socicty’s cows, viz: Bertha 
980 at Stirling in 1873 and Maid of Aven 2995, a daughter of Bertha 
by Elchies 563, also at Stirling in 1881. Blushing Maid 7042, a 
daughter of Maid of Aven by Young Viscount 736, was V. H. C. in 
a strong class of cows at Dumfries in 1886. [Continued on page 39

The doings of the breed in South Africa, New Zealand, Argentina, 
Australia as well as on their native heath of Scotland and in our 
ncighbor Canada’s shew rings and pastures, have been chronicled for 
information and glorification. For the sum of one dollar the pub- 
lishers of The Aberdeen-Angus Journal have brought to the breed- 
ers all the available information on the breed that can be gathered 
wherever the Doddie is known or asked about. 

Record sales, record transfers and recording, record imports 
and exports, record memberships, record volumes of business in the 
office, have all gone hand-in-hand with the constructive propaganda 
work of the breed organ. The generous words spoken and written 
from officials of record associations in other countries in praise of 
the Journal’s work indicates that its influence is already much wid- 
er than the confines of the United States and that it is a missionary 
for the breed in every cattle country of the world.

The first anniversary of the 
establishment of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal, mark- 
ing as it does a year of wonder- 
ful growth and devclopment in 
the Aberdcen-Angus business on 
this continent should be an oc- 
casion of considerable satisfac- 
tion to the breeders of the world’s greatest breed of teef cattle. 
The Journal has certainly been a wonderfully effective force in the 
development and cxtension of the Aberdeen-Angus interests on the 
continent and it has thereby taken its place among the important 
brecd Journals of the world. We predict that we are just commenc- 
ing a greater ycar of progress and we look to the Journal to play 
an even more important part in the future work of the breed. 

Writing from Canada I cannot do more than express the grati- 
fication that we on this side of the line feel as we review the activi- 
ties and attainments of the Doddie brceders during the past year. 
We fecl that although we have not becn in the limelight to a great

toba, who has maintained one 
of the largest herds in America 
for many years. The work of 
these two men and their con- 
temporar‘es has gradually built 
up the Aberdecn-Angus indus- 
try in Canada to a point where 
the Canadian breeders are be- 
ome a great force in Aberdcen-Angus development and improve- 
ment. 

It was not until 1906 that the breed became strong enough in 
Canada to consider the forming “f an Association. A number of 
breeders met and formcd an organization which was incorporated 
on the 4th of May 1906. Hon. Walter Clifford of Austin, Manitoba 
was the first President and Geo. H. Greig of Winnipeg, Manitoba 
the first Secretary. The directors were John Turner, Carrol, Man., 
James Bowman, Guelph, Ont., J. Traquair, Welwyn, Sask. and S. 
Martin, Rounthwaite, Manitoba. This Association made an agree- 
ment with the Canadian National Record office at Ottawa for the 
recording of their cattle and the preparation of the first herd book 
was commenced. The first herd book was subsequently published 
in 1908 and the fifth volume was just published last year. The 
number of pedigrees recorded at the time the last volume was com- 
pleted was 20,869, but the total will now rcach 25,000. 

From a small group of brothers with a secretary who spent 
but a very short time cach ‘year on the work of the Association, the 
Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association has developed until it now 
has a membership of 
about 500 coming from 
every province in the Do- 
minion and the number of 


Mexico. 

To some, I may say 
to many, it is not news to 
be told that much of the 
first Aberdeen-Angus 
blood imported to Ameri- 
ca came through Canadi- 
an territory. The carly 
importations of the On- 
tario Agricultural College, 
M. H. Cochrane, Geary 
Bros., Hay & Patton, Sen- 
ator Pope and _ others, 
formed a great part of 
the foundation of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding in- 
dustry on this continent. 
American breeders who 
were interested in the 
breed at about the same 
time as these breeders 
came to Canada for many 
of their best cattle and 
they extended their oper- 
ations so rapidly that 
their Canadian contempor- 
aries were soon out-dis- 
tanced. At the time when 
these cattle were first im- 
ported by Canadian breed- 
ers the population of Can- 


breeders of pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle has 
reached approximately 1,- 
500. The Association now 
maintains a permanent 
office at Brandon, Mani- 
toba and employs a per- 
manent Secretary, who di- 
vides his time between 
office and field work. Dur- 
ing the period from 1915 
to 1919, the Canadian Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association 
had a larger percentage 
increase in registiations 
than any other Associa- 
tion incorporated under 
the Canadian National 
livestock records and dur- 
ing the last year the pro- 
gress and expansion is 
keeping pace with that re- 
cord. As has been the case 
in almost all other coun- 
tries the Aberdecn-Angus 
cattle have been brought 
to the attention of the 
Canadian cattle men by 
the wonderful succcsses of 
the breed in the Fat Stock 
Shows of the country, by 


ada was very small and 
there was a great move- 
ment of settlers from our 
Eastern provirces to the 
central and northern 
states of the Union. This 
was before the great Transcontinental Railway System lad been 
constructed and before the development of the Northwest, which 
now has a great field for the livestock industry of Canada.. Under 
those handicaps the Doddie did not make rapid strides in this 
country. The black cattle followed the scttlers and moved accross 
the line and the Canadian importers sold their good cattle where 
the demand was keenest, to Americar. breeders. 

_With the passing of the old breeders the Aberdeen-Angus 
business suffered a considerable setback, but even then there re- 
mained two or three well established and influntial men in the busi- 
ness, besides quite a number who kept smaller herds. These men 
spent a life time in the business and suczeeded in reviving the in- 
terest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Notable among these men may 
be mentioned Mr. James Bowman, Guelph, Ont., who has been ex- 
hibitor of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion ever since 1892, and Mr. James D. McGregor, Brandon, Mani-

their easy fceding charac- 
ter and the prefercnce 
which butchers almost in- 
variably display for Aber- 
deen-Angus steers. Every 
year since its establishment, the championship at the Manitoba 
Winter Fair and Fat Stock Show has been won by an Aberdcen-An- 
gus. At Calgary and Edmonton in Alberta; Regina and Saskatoon 
in Saskatchewan and Toronto ard Guelph in Ontario the champion- 
ship has been won oftener by Aberdeen-Angus than by the othcr 
breeds. In total prizes the Aberdeen-Angus has won more than 
all other breeds combined. Last winter at the Manitoba Winter 
Fair and Fat Stock Show the Aberdeen-Angus won every class in 
the show, the championship and the reserve championshop. This 
at a show with about 350 stcers of all breeds compcting. 

The winning of the grand championship at the Chicago Inter- 
national by J. D. McGregor with Glencarnock Victor, first directed 
foreign attention to the strength of the breed in Western Canada 
and to the possibilities of the Western country as one of the great- 
est pure bred cattle countrics of the future. When the same honor 
was secured in 1913 by Glencarnock Victor [Continued on page 37

The first year 
of the existence of 
the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal has been the 
most prosperous 
year of our breed’s 
history in the South. 
There is no doubt 
but what the advent of the breed organ has been a strong factor in 
bringing about such a showing. Perhaps the most striking evidence 
of progress was the record made by Southern herds at the last In- 
ternational. Six exhibitors from the South won as many first prizes 
at that great show as did forty-seven exhibitors from all other sec- 
tions of the country, including Canada.

Neither was this the 
first time that the South triumphed in exhibitions of National char- 
acter, for in 1918 at the International our herds were awarded four 
blue ribbons. and in 1917 a grand championship.

These in- 
cluded beef cattle, swine, sheep and horses. 

The record which our breed has made during this period in com- 
parison with rival breeds shows nothing which calls for apology. 
Our steers have been shown to premier honors almost withcut ex- 
ception. At Fort Worth and Oklahoma City the sweepstakes carlot 
awards were won by 
our breed, and at the 
former event, the single

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Aberdeen-Angus Development in the East 


It has only been a com- 
paratively short time since the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed of cat- 
tle was looked upon as a novel- 
tv in the far eastern states. 
They were so scarce that the 
only animals encountered were 


those owned by men who kept _ 
them for the purpose of traveling from one state fair to another 


collecting the premium money otfered on the brecd because they 
were sure of no competition. Naturally under these conditions 
many of the Eastern fairs offered no prizes for the brecd and in 
most cases the prize money was so small as not to attract competi- 
tion from outside the state. These cattle were kept in a carelcss 
manner, being simply fed whatever came to hand and no particular 
care was exercised to prevent in-breeding. No good buils were 
brought in from outside territory so that the cattle failed to improve 
from year to year. 

When cattle were shipped East, they were of an inferior nature 
and did the Eastern herds more damage than good. Under such 
conditions it is not surprising that there was little improvement 
in the quality of the cattle or increase in the breeders until recent 
years. 

Throughout the early history of the breed in the East, there 
were a few men of vision foresight and undoubting faith, who stuck 
to the breed through thick and thin and endeavored to improve 
their cattle without the incentive or profit or the fellowship of 
breeders near enough to lend encouragement. To these men we owe 
a great deal and it is gratifying to see that as the breed increases 
and improves by leaps and bounds in this section, they keep abreast 
of the progress by buying better bulls, and are beginning to reap 
their just profits in the sale of surplus stock to beginners. 


A few years ago the tables began to turn and interest in the 
breed and breed affairs began to develop. The number of animals 
shown at leading shows and fairs gradually increased and with it 
the prize money, so that at the present time the number of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle shown at Syracuse, N. Y., Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts and other Eastern fairs is equal to and in some cases 
greater than that of the better known Middle Western fairs. The 
quality of the cattle has improved to an even greater degree, so that 
in this wav also these fairs compare favorably with those in the 
corn belt. In this respect it is well to mention the fact that the

these seles good cattle from 
Eastern herds and cons‘derable 
numbers from Ohio ard the 
central states were sold, going 
largely to beginners in the 
business. Another sale wil! be 
held on September 24th, at the 
Eastern States’ Exposition, 
this fall. In addition to the cattle brought into this section for 
sales, many have been bought either in carload lots or singly from 
the central states, during the last two years. A few have been im- 
ported and others are bougkt on the other side waiting shipment. 
During the past several months I have been kept busy cbtaining 
herd bulls for men in this secticn, together with an occasioral cow 
or heifer for showing. This all means progress of the most rapid 
and lasting kind. 

An active advertising campaign has been carried on whereby 
the attention of dissatisfied stockmen, dairymen and farmers in 
general has been directed toward the possibilities in Aberdeen-An- 
gus production. This has breught gratifying results and letters are 
constantly pouring into my office requesting information on the 
breed, inquiring the cost of animals and where they can be bought. 
From the amount of interest shown in this section during the last 
six months since I -egan the work of Eastern Field Representative, 
I am convinced that there is no limit to the possibilities for the ex- 
pansion of Aberdeen-Angus breeding in the far castern states and I 
am sure that after the show season this fall when exccllent shows 
of the breed will be made at all of the leading shows in this section 
and some of the cattle from this part of the country skall have 
shown their worth at larger shows, there will be even greater in- 
terest than at present. 

Up to this point in my narrative, I have confined myself entire- 
ly to the far eastern section of my territory, namely: the states 
of New York, Pennsylvania and those lying east of these states. 
My one southern state, West Virginia, deserves mention at this 
point. In point of number of cattle and number of herds, the state 
outnumbers many cthers that are more often heard from. It also 
has gone though the same stages as the Eastern states in the devel- 
opment of the breed. Perhaps tke interest shown by Eastern brecd- 
ers has not as ‘yet been keenly aroused in West Virginia but there 
are men in the state who are alive to tke possibilities of tte breed 
and of co-operation among breeders. If these men had the sup-

Bleaton, had probably more 
to do with awakening inter- 
est in the breed in the East 
and in attracting the atten- 
tion of breeders in other sec- 
tions to the possibilities in 
this section than any other 
one factor.

A Stimulus to Beef Production in the Union 


Union of South Africa, Department of Agriculture, Union 
Buildings, Pretoria. ‘lhe Sccretary for Agriculture—With the view 
to l.asteuing the replacement ot the multitude of scrub bcef cattle 
in the Union by pure bred or high grade stock and also to improv- 
ing the quality or pure bred stock themselves I venture to submit 
the tollowing scheme for your consideration:— 

Expendiure. Viz—that a sum of £20,000 be voted by Parlia- 
ment tor the purpose of purchasing and importing pure bred bulls of 
‘he beef brceds o1 cattle and seliing them by public auction atlowing 
tor a loss, due to the present price of cattle in England, of say £3,- 
000. 1 am tully aware that the scheme would be promptly turned 
down by nine mcn out of ten on the ground that Government should 
not engage in such a commercial transaction, but I will endcavor to 
show you why I am of opinion such a scheme should be undertaken. 

Present Source of rure Bred Beef Cattle in Union—At the 
present time the breeders of pure bred beef cattle in the Union are 
extremely few and they are not likely to increase in the near future, 
in iact 1 am convinced that some will eventually give it up when 
they discover that it takes more than occasional good price for a 
bull to keep a stud farm going. If, therefore, the Union has to wait 
to get its supply of bulls from the brecders and the few importers 
at present engaged in the business it will be many, many years be- 
fore it becomes a becf preducing country. For these reasons | am 
convinecd that the importation of a large number of pure bred bulls 
is the only way to extend the present market for our breeders. 

Method o: Disbursement ot Funds.—I would suggest that the 
money received from the sale of the cattle be paid into a suspense 
account and kept available for re-investment in further shipments 
until such time as by allowing a reasonable loss on each consign- 
ment the capital is reduced to such an amount tkat it would no 
longer be feasible to arrange for another shipment and the amount 
in question be then handed over to Revenue. If this method were 
adoptcd 1 calculate that pedigree stock to the value of £67,000 can 
be introduced into the Union at a total cost to the Government of 
£14,000. Figures are arrived at as follows—

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: The Directory of Virginia 
breeders of pure bied live stcck, gotien out in August, 1918, by the 
Lxtension Division, blacksburg, Va., shows the toliowing numbxrs of 
pure bred cattle of the ditterent Leet breeds in the State: Short- 
horns 1981, Herefords 1307, Aberdeen-Angus 613, Gallov.ays 42. 

Over 15 per cent. of the whole is not a bad showing 10or Aber- 
deen-Angus when we consider the facts that Shorthorns trom 
among the very carliest importations came to Virginia and that 
at one time one of the largest herds of the breed in the world was 
located at Saltville, Va., and there were many smaller herds scat- 
tered around over the State. 

I have record of about 85 pure bred Aberdcen-Angus that Lave 
been brought into the State within the last 14 months, about 60 of 
which have come within the last 90 days. Dr. Lowe has purchased 
some good bulls for us on special orders. 

_ We are hoping to have the breed well represented at the local 
fairs this year. A number of calves have been entered in the boys’ 
and girls’ Laby beef clubs. ‘lhe two sales heid in the S.ate within 
the past year have realized substantial prices, with none sclling at 
fancev prices. 

The future for the breed looks good, and those who have tried 
them out right along with other brecds irom birth to maturity, are 
the ones who appreciate and admire them most. There will al\.ays 
be farmers who will want cows that will raise tirst class calves and 
yet supply the family with milk and butter, and after scveral years 
experience in milking them, I don’t believe any will do it mole pro- 
fitably than the Aberdeen-Angus. While in buying we have paid 
no attention whatever to milking quaiities, yet more than halr of 
the cows bought (and which were bred in a half dozen d:ffcrent 
states) would have developed into gocd milkers if properly handled. 
Why is it that some breeders will keep Jerseys and Holsteins about 
for butter and nurse cows instead of keeping grade Aberdecn-Angus 
(or pure breds) and show to the world the possibilitics of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus as milkers and when crossed with other brecds? 

No matter how truthful a breeder may be in a “horse-swap,” 
he will have a hard time convincing the other fellow that Aberdeen- 
Angus will give milk if he keeps dairy breeds to get milk and butter 
for the family. I have found them as gentle as any cows can be, 
although all that I have milked had run with one or more calves un- 
til the calves were six to ten months old. Of course, they were 
more or less wild when first taken up, but with plenty of petting 
and no fighting, they were soon gentle. Another thing, we find a lot 
of good milkers among the best beef producers.—A. F. Buchanan, 
Secretary Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association.

SOME GREAT CALF CLUB WORK—FINE! 


The Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association Selected 
a new secretary last winter and gave him a traveling-office job 
allowing him to attend to the business of the association in the 
office part of the time and sending him out into the field the ye. 
mainder. Of course, the business of recording and handling records 
is done for all the pure-bred associations by the government at 
Ottawa, so that the bulk of that kind of work is taken off the shoyl- 
ders of a secretary and put onto those of disinterested people, 
However, Mr. Crawford, the new secretary is finding plenty to do, 
and he is doing it. Calf clubs appear to be his specialty, and we 
doubt if better foundation work can be done than the inaugurating 
and keeping going of these clubs. Canada has had some great ones 
for the past three years, and the movement spreads and Spreads, 
putting more and more young farmers into live stock instead of 
into grain farming with its burden on the soil and its failures from 
drought, rust and frost. Already a carload of young heifers has 
been picked out from Minnesota herds to go into some of these 
clubs, and the county has been curried from Manitoba to Alberta 
for good calves for these competitions. The boys’ and girls’ shows 
have become the biggest feature of the live stock exhibitions and 
rightly so, we kelieve, for such work is growing better farmers as 
well as better cattle, and distributing both over a wider and wider 
area. The Aberdeen-Angus is gaining all the time in the bracing 
atmosphere of the Prairie Provinces and the keen air of competi- 
tion with the other breeds. Let us keep our eye on Canada’s youth, 
for the pace their fathers set during the past ten years will cer- 
tainly be outstripped, and when we see another International grand 
champion stcer from the Dominion of the Maple Leaf, it may quite 
properly be bred and fed by a calf club boy. 

——————— 
WHAT ABOUT ALL THIS TALK FOR 
ELIMINATING CARLOT GRAND CHAMPIONSHIPS? 

Another campaign, stronger than ever because of the lack of 
real opposition from the Doddie men, has been started to eliminate 
carlot grand championships from the International. Success in this 
plot against the Doddie’s beef supremacy would naturally be fol- 
lowed by a drive to do away with the carcass grand championships. 
and then the steer herd and eventually the single steer grand 
championships. Soon we would have a conglomeration of county 
fairs with breed championships and no grand champions between 
breeds at all instead of the greatest live stock show in the world, 
and the most influential force for the education of the American 
farmer and stock raisers yet developed. 

It is high time that Doddie men took this matter a little more 
seriously instead of passing it by with a mere smile. Otherwise, 
we may soon see the elimination of the grand prize for carload of 
steers, the greatest cattle feeding prize of the ‘year. The inspiration 
that developed such cattle feeders as E. P. Hall, John Hubly and 
many younger ones coming along will be gone and the carlot show 
will dwindle to a shadow of its present importance. 

Whence came this propaganda for the elimination of the inter- 
breed steer show anyway? There was none of it after four years 
of the International had left the Herefords and Aberdeen-Angus on 
a fairly equal footing as regards interbreed steer grand champion- 
ships. Now we have packer buyers, cattle feeders, cattle breeders 
and cattle showmen all combining in a drive to do away with it be- 
cause the buyers for the big concerns cannot all fill orders for the 
grand champion carlot because there is only one, or because yearlings 
can’t be beaten by two-year-olds any more, and a grand champion- 
ship decided between “twos” and yearlings is unfair. At least 
those appear to be the stock arguments. However, it might be 
worth while to mention here that the doing away with the two-year- 
old competition would be a calamity to the market business, for 
not yet is very much of this country’s area ready for baby beef ex- 
clusively. Cheap lands and feeds in some sections demands a long- 
er carrying of the steer crop. Also the beef trade demands a great 
deal of heavy beef at times, being much preferred by certain classes 
of the trade and at special times of the year.

improved breed. Inguiry as to the origin of the black polled race 
of cattle which is indigenous to the north-eastern districts of Scot- 
land yields but little practical result, for as there is no complete 
agreement, and probably never will be, as to the origin of our do- 
mesticated races of cattle, when we come to differentiate between 
the various breeds, the difficulty and uncertainty become even 
greater. Our surmises can never get beyond the region of the spec- 
ulative, and regarded from the present-day practical point of view, 
it is of little value to say that representations of polled cattle are 
found depicted on monuments dating about 2700 B. C., or even that 
there is legal documentary evidence proving that black polled cattle 
formed a common market commodity in the county of Aberdeen as 
early as the first quarter of the sixteenth century. It is, however, 
of interest to note that the largest cattle dealers in the north of 
Scotland carrying on business in the early years of the nineteenth 
century testified that of all the cattle which they handled—and they 
were accustomed to sell some 8000 head yearly in the markets in 
England and the south of Scotland—they distinctly preferred “the 
true native, unmixed breed” of black polled cattle. 

A good many of the Aberdeen-Angus herds could trace descent 
from 1800. and even before that time, but no very definite syste- 
matic lines were fol- 
lowed, and very few 
records were kept. The

Grant of Ballindalloch, who accom. 
plished great and lasting work as a refiner of the breed. Each of 
these three names stands for a distinct era in the development of the 
breed, and in tracing their efforts towards improvement there wil] 
be indicated some of those qualities and characteristics which in the 
course of a comparatively brief period set the breed in the very 
forefront of the world’s races of beef cattle. 

From 1808 till 1860, when his herd was dispersed, Hugh Wat- 
son, as the result of his showyard successes with breeding and fat 
cattle, was able to accomplish a great deal for the breed. His man- 
tle fell upon Wm. M’Combie, who founded a herd of the breed in 
1830, very largely on stock selected from the herds of Wm. Fuller- 
ton, and of Alex. Bowie, Mains of Kelly, whose name ought also to 
find a place in the list of early improvers. Mr. M’Combie, a man 
of great force of character and determination, took up the breed at 
a very critical juncture in its history, for the craze for crossing 
which followed upon the introduction of the Teeswater or early 
Shorthorn breed threatened to bring about the entire extinction of 
the native race. Retiring from a very extensive trade in store cat- 
tle, Mr. M’Combie directed the whole of his energies to the rescue of 
the breed. and so successful were his efforts that he lived to see the 
breed raised from a loca] standard to a position of national and in- 

ternational importance, 
He too realized the 
value of the show 


first attemnt at breed- 
ing on systematic lines, 
on any scale at least, 
and with a definite ob- 
ject in view, may be 
said to have been made 
in 1808. In that year 
Hugh Watson, who is 
recognized as the ear- 
liest improver of the 
breed, began farming at 
Keillor, Forfar, and 
with a few of his fath- 
er’s cattle he started 
operations which were 
to have a far-reaching 
effect.

Ninety years ago he was an 
exhibitor at the Highland and Agricultural Society’s Show, his en- 
tries comprising an ox and a heifer which were later on the fore- 
runners at the London Smithfield Show of the many representatives 
of the breed which have since won championship honours there. 
There were of course other workers in breed improvement, al- 
though Hugh Watson occupies the place of prominence amongst 
the early pioneers. _Lord Panmure (1771-1852) did a great deal for 
the improvement of the breed, being largely instrumental in form- 
ing the East Forfarshire Farming Society, which had for its main 
object the improving of the old polled cattle of the district. Wm. 
Fullerton, Ardovie (1810-1880), is also a highly honored name in the 
establishment of the breed, while further north, the late Mr. Walk- 
er, Portlethen, in the county of Kincardine, had carefully reared a 
herd which had been in existence from the very early years of the 
nineteenth century. With the work of these and other contempor- 
ary improvers it will not be possible to deal in detail. In a hurried

The late Mr. M’Combie had a wider outlook for the future 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle than the confines of their native land, 
and he and a celebrated coterie of the early breeders such as Hugh 
Watson, Keillor, the Earl of Southesk, Kinnaird Castle, Mr. Walker, 
Portlethen, Mr. Bowie, Mains of Kelly, and that great Trojan of the 
breed, the late Sir George Macpherson Grant, Bart., of Ballindalloch, 
crossing the Channel, were enabled through the agency of the

in some instances. While one can but guess what the results will 
be during the next few years, conditions of the last year as a whole 
have cast long shadows ahead of us and seem to beckon us onward, 
not backward. ; : 

For more than a year, during the reconstruction period follow- 
ing the war, a feeling of uncertainty and even pessimism prevailed 
among beef producers in some sections. That the high tide in beef 
production in the United States was reached during the war is now 
evident. Re-adjustment in the industry, which has been taking 
place normally, has gradually restored confidence, although unusual 
conditions have come up and circumstances that influence and even 
impede the progress. One of the unusual conditions tending to dis- 
turb normal re-adjustment was the serious and prolonged drought 
of unprecedented severity in the Northwest. This, in a general 
way, was similar to the drought in the Southwest, ending a year 
ago, although covering a greater area. Large numbers of stock 
cattle were moved prema- 
turely to market and for 
pasture and feed else- 
where. Most breeders in 
the Northwest are able 
only with difficulty to 
carry more than_ their 
breeding herds until grass 
comes in the spring. The 
drought, followed by a se- 
vere winter which began 
much earlier than usual, 
exhausted feed supplies to 
such an extent in some sec- 
tions as to cause even a 
further reduction in the 
herds on hand. 

Some predicted that 
at the close of the war 
prices for beef breeding 
cattle would decrease rap- 
idly. That prices have 
kept up well, however, and 
that the breeder is in a 
strong strategic position, 
is shown by the record of 
last year’s business. The 
demand for pure-bred an- 
imals as well as for good 
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Those interested in the production of beef cattle in the 
South have given considerable thought to what the future 
offers to those engaged in the beef cattle industry 
By E. W. SHEETS, Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Dept. of Agriculture. 
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stocn cattle has been unus- 
ually strong. 

Unprecedented prices 
for calves, together with 
the drought in the pastoral regions of the West, made such a reduc- 
tion in the 1919 calf crop as to aggravate the pending shortage of 
well-bred cattle. To the westerner confronted with the problem of 
saving his breeding stock this was attractive, as, relieved of the 
care of calves, he had a chance to weather the period of stress with 
cows capable of producing other calves next year. Parts of Texas 
and adjoining states on the north, denuded of vegetation a year 
ago following a drought of unprecedented severity, are now reveling 
In a super-abundance of feed and at the present time are conserv- 
ing calves while the Northwest has been letting them go under the 
stress of necessity. 


Such losses as western ranges have recently undergone by reason 
of drought and other influences compelling liquidation, not only of 
calves but of cows and heifers with years of usefulness ahead of 
them, are not susceptible of a prompt or inexpensive replacement. 
Heralding what is certain to happen this spring, with favorable con- 
ditions, is a back-to-the-range movement of unusual volume. A 
probable consequence of these conditions will be high prices for 
breeding animals as well as stockers and feeders of good quality for 
several years. 


_ Much has been written about the opportunities for beef produc- 
tion in the South. Much more has also been spoken in gatherings 
of all kinds of the successes and occasionally of the failures of those 
who have been devoting their time, money and talent to the develop-

ment of this important 
industry. Successes and 
advantages greatly out- 
number the failures and 
disadvantages however 
and in this discussion 
of the subject we can 
pass to some of the 
factors which mark the progress of the industry which enables us 
to conclude that this development is not only safe from the stand- 
point of the Southern farmer but also from a national standpoint. 

During the few years previous to the war the United States 
had practically ceased to export fresh beef. Beef exports, however, 
reached large proportions during the war, but since the signing of 
the armistice they have declined very greatly and we may soon ex- 
pect that the beef produced in this country will again be disposed 
of on the best and most appreciative market—the consumers of the 
United States. 

Of course there are factors that may influence this to some ex- 
tent. One is the price which the consumer must pay. While it is 
essential that the producers get more than cost of production for 
their products, it is to the best interest of the industry that the price 
to the consumer be maintained at a figure that will not seem to 
prohibit beef in the regular diet in some form or other. If the grow- 
ing scarcity of beef should cause the prices to reach such a point 
as to bring this condition 
about it would be unfort- 
unate. That such a condi- 
tion is likely to arise soon, 
however, is improbable, al- 
though there are indica- 
tions that point in that di- 
rection. From 1900 to 
1920, a period of twenty 
years, the population of 
the United States in- 
creased approximately 40 
per cent. while during the 
same time the number of 
beef cattle has remained 
practically unchanged. 
With a 700,000 head de- 
crease estimated in the 
total number of beef cattle 
during the last year and a 
considerable shortage in 
weight of the marketable 
cattle on hand, it would 
seem that there is consid- 
erably less available beef 
in the country than a year 
or more ago. 

From a broad, general 
point of view, a steady, 
conservative growth of the 
beef cattle industry on the 
part of the breeder and 
the proper adjustment of 
the farmer or feeder to the business with a minimum of speculation, 
are policies to which no one can object and which in the long run 
seem safe for the producer. 

The farmers in the South and Southeast, particularly during the 
last few years, have greatiy increased their efforts along beef-pro- 
duction lines, and today the industry probably is in a better position 
than ever before. While the number and value of beef cattle pro- 
duced by states in the South are not equal to those in many states 
in other sections, yet the progress the industry has shown in the 
increase in beef cattle reported by the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
Report for January 1, 1920, tells a very interesting story. Accord- 
ing to these estimates the states of Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Georgia and Arkansas show remark- 
able increases each year during the last four years. The increase 
during this time has been 1,102,000 head, or approximately 30 per 
cent. The increase by States east of Texas has been as follows:

An Aberdeen-Angus County 


Now, I did not go to Blount 
County to see folks, or hear 
them talk about each other; I went to see Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
and knob-land pastures; but it is worth repeating that the folks 
and the spirit of the folks in a community are more important than 
the cattle it keeps or the crops it grows. The right spirit can soon 
make the cattle the right sort and get good crops to growing. 

Therefore, Blount County is an Aberdeen-Angus county. There 
are some twenty herds of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus in it. Most 
of these are small herds, but the tendency is for the small herds to 
grow into larger herds and for the raisers of grade cattle to become 
raisers of pure bred cattle. There is an Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion. Annual sales are held, sales not only of high-class breeding 
animals but also bull sales at which young bulls just reaching ser- 
viceable age are sold to nearby farmers at farmers’ own prices. 
Of course, the breeders do not always get the full value of these 
young bulls. I was shown one such bull for which the highest offer 
yet received was $75. The bull would 
easily have been worth two or three times 
that much in a herd of grade cattle and 
the herdsman was talking of steering 


John Hitch. And not one man have I 
heard say anything about him without 
paying a tribute to his unselfishness and 
his desire to see his neighbors and his 
fellow farmers prosper. As Mr. Richard- 
son, of the Division of Extension, said 
to me while I was on my way to Blount 
County, it was fortunate for the county 
that its first Angus cattle were bought 
by a man who liked to see his neighbors 
succeed and his county prosper. A self- 
ish man, or a short-sighted one, could 
never have scattered pure bred herd bulls 
all over the county. 

I did not make this trip to write up 
any man, and I recognize the fact that it 
is not good for any man to be praised un- 
duly; but this is, after all, the big fact 
in Blount County’s live stock develop- 
ment—a plain mountain farmer with good business sense, unques- 
tioned integrity, out-reachig vision and genuine friendliness of soul, 
started his county on its way to a higher agricultural development 
and a finer community life than most of its citizens had ever 
dreamed of for it. And what this man did in his neighborhood and 
his county, a thousand other men on Southern farms could do in 
their neighborhoods. 


Other Men Who Have Helped 


Of course Mr. Hitch did not do this all by himself. He was 
but one of a big group of community-minded men, as I have already 
said. It was his privilege to be the leader in some ways but ali 
along he has found willing and able helpers—Henry Duncan, S. R. 
Yearout, John Frewe and other Aberdeen-Angus breeders whose 
names were given me as leaders in the movement to make Blount 
County a county of pure bred cattle. Then there are James L. 
Clarke, the Holstein man, whom I met, and J. L. Hutton, the Poland 
China man, whom I did not meet both of who were mentioned to 
me as leaders in the movement. I found too that the local papers, 
the great Aluminum company that has made Maryville an in- 
dustrial center and the business men of Maryville generally were 
active helpers in the work of making the county a pure bred live 
stock county. Finally there is the county agent S. G. Abernathy 
who has become, so far as I could see and according to all I heard, 
the active leader of the whole better-farming campaign. If some 
of these old citizens—“ultra-conservatives” in polite language, 
“moss-backs” in plain English—who still think it a waste of money 
to pay 2 county agent, could go to Blount County and see what Mr. 
Abernathy does and hear what folks tnink of him, they would likely 
change their minds. 

After all, people are what count. Forward movements are 
Jrought about by forward-moving people. The community in which 
she members have little that is good to say of each other is seldom a 
srogressive community in any respect. Blount County folks seem to 
like to praise their neighbors. The ones I met seemed to belong to

him. It is to be hoped of course that he 
will not—not even though he has to sell 
the bull for less than his real value. As 
Mr. Fitch said, this policy of putting out 
pure bred bulls pays in the long run, 
since it gives the county a better grade 
of steers and finally leads many farmers 
into the raising of pure breds. If the 
owners of grade and scrub cattle were 
wise they would willingly pay a fair 
price for every promising young bull of 
pure bred chief ancestry offered them; 
but if the breeders of pure bred beef cat- 
tle are wise they will make every effort 
to get this type out on the farms about 
them, even though to do this involves 
some temporary sacrifice. It is the wil- 
lingness to make this temporary sacrifice 
that spread black cattle over the hills of 
Blount County. The foundation stock of the leading herds, so far 
as I saw, is of high quality. Some of it is of very high quality, and 
high-quality animals are being preduced—animals good enough to 
go into the best herds of the country. The county would not have 
become the Aberdeen-Angus center it has however, if the pioneer 
breeders had not been willing to raise “steer bulls” and sell them 
at “farmers’ prices” to the farmers who used them. Vitally dif- 
ferent is this spirit and this policy from the spirit and the policy 
that have left some of this section’s finest herds of pure bred cattle 
like little islands in a sea of scrubs. Whenever this is the case 
there is something wrong with the viewpoint of the farmers about 
the fine herd—and also something wrong with the viewpoint of the 
owners of the fine herd. More than two-thirds of all the bulls in 
Blount County are pure bred and the Aberdeen-Angus and Holstein 
breeders are working together to run the last scrub bull out of the 


county. 
Pure Bred Stock All Around 


More accurately, all the breeders of pure bred live stock in this 
county are working to this end. There is an Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association, a Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association, a 
Poland-China Breeders’ Association and a Lamb and Wool Growers’ 
Association in the county. All these associations work with and 
for each other; each has the good will and the active support of the 
county council of agriculture, the Maryville Chamber of Commerce 
and the progressive citizenship of the county generally. The scrub 
boar is going the way of the scrub bull and practically all the pure- 
bred boars of the county are Poland-Chinas. The Shropshire has 
been adopted as the county’s breed of sheep. In a word, they are 
doing a livestock business on a county wide basis over there. 


Good Livestock and Good Land 


It is a truism that the breeder of good livestock soon comes to 
have good land. The man who will give highly bred cattle and hogs

“From the standpoint of the packer, the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are the best in the business,” said Thomas Murray in commenting 
on the “Doddies” as to their killing qualities as viewed by a packer- 
buyer, Mr. Murray having purchased cattle for more than thirty 
years, spoke from his experience along such lines. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus cattle dress out a higher percentage of 
beef as a rule and further more produce finer beef in the coolers, 
the latter being a big item in making them popular from the stand- 
point of the killer,” added Mr. Murray. “Now if they should not 
dress out a higher percentage of beef they figure better than other 
breeds because of the high grade of beef they yield. 

“An Angus steer will not kill out ‘gobby’ as the packers state 
it. They produce a smooth carcass that makes a fine appearance 
in the cooler. Take some of the other breeds for instance; they 
are fat, but the fat hangs in “gobs,” making them undesirable. It

“Their looks in 
the cooler is what

show their quality. They look so much better in the cooler that 
I have been able to tell Aberdeen-Angus from other breeds at this 
time. They make a neat appearance in the selling pen and prove 
just as attractive when hung on the hooks in the packing house. I 
have always been well satisfied with the Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
have favored them because of the showing they make in the beef. 

“A packer can afford to pay more for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
than he would of other breeds of the same quality. A slight margin 
at buying time does not amount to much when it is taken into con- 
sideration that the high quality of beef sells itself. The better 
quality of beef cuts secured from a steer cuts the first cost. A 
packer is able to dispose of choice to prime beef, as a rule, far more 
easier than he can something inferior. Beef that is choice has the 
real hard fat that is properly distributed and really sells itself. It 
goes to a high class trade and the price secured at this time easily 
offsets a premium that packers may have to pay to secure the right 
kind in the selling pen. 

“In the show ring the Aberdeen-Angus have it all over other 
breeds. Records will show this, packers realizing it, pay the prices 
for the blacks in preference to others. 

“T have had plenty of experience with cattle exhibited at the 
International Live Stock Exposition. I judged cattle at the recent 
International and when the ribbons were placed on the Aberdeen- 
Angus yearling steers, there never was a question on my mind as 
to their merits entitling them to the highest honors. When the cat- 
tle were killed, they showed they were champions, whereas the year 
previous cattle of another breed carried off the honors and the 
packer who purchased them was not very enthusiastic after they 
were killed, the dressing sheets revealing a figure that was disap- 
pointing to the buyer. 

“Amount of beef yielded by each steer of course is a big factor

The herd remained there for a few years but later became the 
property of Gunn & Bremmer of the same district and soon lost it’s 
identity as a pure bred herd, owing to the difficulty in getting pure 
bred bulls. The introduction of the Dod- 
dies into the North country left a black 
mark of improvement on the range cattle 
of the district and polled descendants of 
those sturdy blacks still attract attention 
of the cattle buyers of the North. 

In the winter of ’91-’92 Messrs. Gor- 
don, Cummings and Hardisty imported 
fifty-four females and four bulls of very 
choice quality from Scotland and estab- 
lished a ranch near Calgary where they 
remained for a short time and then they 
were moved north to Fort Saskatchewan, 
where they were turned out to shift for 
themselves in a winter of deep snows. 
Some of them died but the majority 
proved themselves equal to the severe 
conditions and came through in fair shape 
and were sold to M. McGregor of Mani- 
toba, becoming the foundation of Cana- 

N. T. Bell da’s foremost herd, “Glencarock. While 
Alberta lost an opportunity then, many, 
animals of superior quality have since come to the Province from 
that herd. Two herds started and to some extent became lost to Al- 
berta. Who’s next? Chas. Ellett used Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
since ’91 but I believe did not own a registered cow until about 
1900, although his herd was black early in the nineties. Honor- 
able R. H. Pope, of Cookshire, P. A., shipped a carload of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus to his 
sons near Carbon, AIl- 
ta, in 1897, and there 
established a herd which 
now numbers about 60 
head. Hon. H. M. 
Cochrane also shipped 
pure bred Aberdeen- . 
Angus to Alberta in the 
early days. I do not 
know who deserves the 
credit of the oldest herd 
now in existence, but in 
any case these pioneers 
started something 
worth while, for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus  Doddie 
made firm friends 
wherever he went. 
Butchers and_ buyers 
picked the black polled 
steers wherever they 
found them, perhaps for 
more than one reason. 
They said they dressed 
out better and made 
better beef, but in those 
days steers were “lump- 
ed” instead of being 
weighed and the butch- 
er knew how the “little 
Angus” would weigh. 
It pays to weigh the 
black ones. 
_ In 1906 Lew Hutch- 
inmson of Duhamel, 
started his herd and the 
writer’s father came

on the east to the Rockies on 

the west and the official cir- 
cular of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Ass’n. shows Alberta to be 
Canada’s foremost Province so far as Angus cattle are concerned, 
registering 927 in 1919. Ontario second with 767. Manitoba third 
with 643. Alberta leads in number of transfers as well. At the two 
larger exhibitions it used to be a walk away for the herds of the 
East and South but that condition has passed away and the herds 
of A. E. Noad, A. E. and E. S. Clemens, C. H. Richardson, T. Hen- 
derson & Sons and others get their share 
of the prizes and in the fat classes. Day, 
Henderson, Cameron, Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm and others have been right 
on the job. In fact it is not an unusual 
thing to see two or three blacks at the top 
end of a line of a dozen or so at the Ed- 
monton Fat Stock Show. The Doddies 
stood 1, 2, 3 in a class of 69 and at the 
last spring show they stood 1, 2, 3, 5, 
in a class of 9. 

The last Provincial Fat Stock Show 
the blacks won. Reserve, Grand Cham- 
pion, the champion carcass and sold the 
highest priced beef. The D. E. Black 
& Co. shield offered for the best beef 
animal of the show, has been won twice, 
by Angus and once by another breed. 

In closing let me quote from a let- 
ter received from an old cattle man, 
now a member of the Senate. He says: 
“IT have sold cattle all along from 
Manitoba to B. C., Canada, and from Fargo, North Dakota, 
to Washington Territory, United States. We have proven them 
to be the most uniform on the ranges, as they have proven 
themselves in Scotland. Out of hundreds and hundreds we reared 
we have never reared one that was not fit for export. No other 
breed on the top of God’s Green Earth can match it. I have bred 
Herefords and Short- 
horns and_ imported 
them. Beautiful cattle, 
but they can’t produce 
the uniformity like the 
polls, nor can they win 
out on the block.”

The Aberdcen-Angus cat- 
tle appcal so strongly to his 
judgement of good beef type 
that as soon as his dairy herd 
had been disposed of he pur- 
chascd eight Abkerdcen-Angus 
heifers and a bull to start with. 
However, just a few months 
previous Kahn Brothers of Sedalia, purchased a few females but 
at the time ncither party knew of the action of the other. Mr. A. 
Kahn has proven himself to be one of the greatest boosters the 
breed has ever enlisted and it would not be just to pass without men- 
tioning the great service he is rendering in this respect. Kahn Broth- 
ers were therefore the first breeders of Aberdeen-Angus in Pettis 
County, although the herds of D. L. Sutherland & Sons of Windsor, 
J. H. Potter of Otterville and J. B. Wampler of Knob Noster, had 
been established for some time, they being just across the line in 
other counties. A few months later Mr. S. W. McClure, of La 
Monte, started with ten cows. A spirit of co-operation has always 
existcd and new men gradually took up the breed until at the begin- 
ning of the year 1919 we had a dozen or more men in the county 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle. In order to be in position to 
handle carload orders, to hold public sales and to promote calf clubs, 
it was deemed very advisable at this time to form a county associa- 
tion and on April 22, 1919, our association was perfected with a 
list of sixteen members representing some 400 breeding cows. 
Since that time we have not been idle but immediately began to 
make arrangements for a public sale and calf club. 

It is not nccessary here to recount the difficulties encountered 
in pulling off this first sale, but we soon found that it had to be 
done without assistance of any outside influence except that of Mr. 
J. D. Blackwell of Fayette, Mo. I cannot pass without commending 
Mr. Blackwell very highly for the loyal support he has given us 
from the beginning to the present time. However, we held the sale 
and while prices would not look very high to some older breeders, 
at the same time we have started a few more men in the business 
of breeding Aberdecn-Angus. Our calf club was started last fall 
with fifteen calves and we are now assured by some of the boys 
and girls that they intend to keep their calves. The show and sale 
was held at Sedalia on Monday, July 5. 

Our activities have not been confined entirely to enlisting new 
breeders, but we are ever on the lookout for better cattle and the 
individual herds are gradually being improved. We now have all 
she popular families represented and many of the every day working 
families and by careful selection of bulls we are producing better 
type from year to year. But with all these new breeders starting 
in the business we are now confronted with the proposition of dis- 
posing of their surplus. We feel that we are absolutely alone in 
this matter and regardless of the fact that we are in position to 
fill carload orders it is impossible for an association of our age and 
expericnce to obtain such orders. It is very discouraging to the 
beginner after he has raised two or three nice young bulls to be 
unable to dispose of them and the prices at which he has to sell will 
not warrant a_ great 
deal of advertising. Af- 
ter all, it is largely the

Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in Mercer County, Illinois 


The Aberdeen-Angus has been held in high estcem b 
ers of Mercer Co., Illinois, for practically forty ane ee 
1882 that the late Capt. O. A. Bridgford of Joy, Ill. introduced the 
first pure bred Akerdecn-Angus cattle into the county. In the three 
or four years following, W. L. Candor, L. McWhorter and GF 
Thornton founded pure bred herds. These early breeders were all 
cattle fecders and were soon fecding some Aberdcen Angus stcers 

From that day to this the Aberdcen-Angus have grown in pop- 
ularity with the cattlemen of the county. Changing conditions of 
late ycars have brought the baby beef. Mercer county farmers 
were quick to take up this system of beef making and at the pres- 
ent time a good percentage of the Aberdeen-Angus calf crop react es 
market before 18 months of age. Two ycars ago over 120 head 
of Aberdecn-Angus ‘yearlings were shipped from Joy and Alcdo. 

These farmers, breedcrs and feeders have not as a rule been 
speculators but have uscd the Akerdeen-Angus calf as a part of 
their system of farming. Consequently not only their aercs but 
their bank-rolls have been enriched. Because the breeders lave 
been so close to the feeding game has perhaps been the reason that 
fashion in individuality comes before fashion in pedigree in Mercer. 
One thing sure, the Aberdeen-Angus steer meets the demands of 
high-priced land and feed with our cattlemen. 

During the last year the breeders of the county kave unitcd in 
the Mercer County Aberdeen Angus Breeders’ Association. Prr- 
haps the most important step taken has been a resolution that the 
pure bred herds of the county be tested by the government for tu- 
berculosis. This work has been started and we hope soon to have 
all the Mercer County herds on the accredited list.—H. L. Thornton, 
Millersburg, Ill.

weight and fat they may dress a high per- 
centage but the quality of beef is lacking. It 
is here that the smoothness counts, in fact 
I know that packers would sacrifice a little 
on the dressing sheets to gain evenness of 
quality in the cattle. If the lots are even 
and well balanced as to finish, they are 
bound to sell faster and at a better price, 
which makes them popular with the killers. 

“From my observations the Aberdeen- 

Angus cannot be beat for beef purposes. 
They have the points in their favor that 
makes them the best in the business from 
the standpoint of the packer. They outsell 
other breeds because the packer knows what 
he is going up against when he takes on a 
drove of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. From ex- 
perience they know the killing qualities and 
after years of such work, black cattle seem 
to them to be a guarantee of good dressers 
and high grade beef,” added Mr. Murray. 
_ Mr. Murray has been connected with 
the buying end of the live stock business 
for more than thirty years.

their possibilities, and who will grow the 
crops needed to feed them at lowest cost is 
not likely to neglect the soil he tills. Much 
of Blount County’s soil is naturally good but 
on the farms I visited there was conclusive 
evidence of that care of the soil that is the 
good farmer’s most prominent trait of char- 
acter. I have not traveled much this spring 
but the only really good fields of wheat I 
have seen were in Blount County. Fine 
fields of barley, too, and of red clover and 
orchard grass and some alfalfa. Orchard 
grass seems to be a standby in the county 
and the folks there use it to great advantage. 

Mr. Hitch has worked out a five-year ro- 
tation that is giving him good results and 
that is making the land feel good, too, if the 
crops on it may be taken as evidence. Corn 
the first year is followed with wheat; the 
wheat with barley, in which clover and orch- 
ard grass are sown; these are cut for hay 
the first year and then pastured for a year 
and the land goes back to corn again: 


A Young Holstein Breeder

Upon this 
foundation he is, as he put it, trying by the 
right sort of care to make ancestors of his 
own cattle. The young breeder who follows 
this policy is not likely to go far wrong. 


The Knob Land Partners 


One of Blount County’s big advantages is 
its good pasture lands. Of course, I went 
to the “knobs,” though I saw all too little of 
them. On these steep mountain foothills 
blue grass thrives and orchard grass and a 


whole summer’s succession of clovers. 
There is ood grazing all summer long and 
pretty good grazing all winter long. For the 
pastures are not overstocked and in the 
sheltered coves the cattle find something to 
eat at all seasons of the year. I saw a bunch

joining grazing grounds and these cows 
were sleek, thrifty and had vigorous, shape- 


ly calves at their sides. With its large area 
of such land, Blount County is in position to 
produce good cattle at the very minimum 
cost and as the number of its pure bred cat- 
tle and sheep increase we may expect to see 
its old, worn fields renewed and the new 
grass lands winding their way back through 
the foothills and far up the sides of the 
great “Smokies” themselves. 


Other Counties Can Do As Well 


Valuable as these pasture lands are, they 
do not account for the rapid livestock devel- 
opment of Blount County. There are oth- 
er counties with compensating advantages 
in which the scrub still holds sway. Good 
pastures are almost essential to the econom- 
ical production of good cattle; but the love 
of good livestock is absolutely essential. 
There is scarcely a county in Southern Agri- 
culturist territory that could not make as 
much vrogress in the next half dozen years 
as this mountain county has made in the 
last half dozen. All that keeps any county 
from doing it is the kind of people who live 
in it. Those who prefer good cattle to poor 
cattle, who are willing to care for their stock 
and their land, who have faith in their voca- 
tion and in their neighbors—such men as 
these in any county will put that county on 
the livestock map.

Progress in Beef Production in Southern 
States

have also shown substantial increases and 
progress along these lines. Owing to the 
drought, Texas and Oklahoma during 
the last years show decreases which 
will probably be made up within a 
short time. The increase in numbers alone 
does not fully show the progress made. The 
inferior type of steers so familiar in the 
South in former years has already passcd 
or is rapidly passing from the ranges and 
feed lots and other cattle of more desirable 
breeding are replacing them. 

As great as has been this increase dur- 
ing the iast few years, or in fact during the 
last fifteen years, it is far from equal to the 
progress the South is likely to make in the 
next ten years. One of the principal reasons 
is that the Southern farmer, particularly the 
cotton farmer, has pretty generally accepted 
live stock, particularly cattle, as necessary 
in the structure of a properly balanced agri- 
culture. It is true that there are problems 
yet to be overcome, some of them funda- 
mental; cthers may appear as development 
pregresses, but so far none of them appears 
to be impossible. The system of agriculture 
yields large quantities of coarse, rough feed 
which cattle, especially the older cattle, con- 
sume and utilize to best advantage. 

The corn acreage in the South has in- 
creased more than 20 per cent. since 1910,

wheat nearly 100 per cent. and hay more 
than 115 per cent. Grain sorghums since 
1915 increased 25 per cent. in Texas and 
Oklahoma alone. Velvet beans have in- 
creased from a small acreage in 1910 to the 
estimated total of 4,818,000 acres in 1918 for 
all the Southern States. , 

With a large utilization of the ranges and 
vast cut-ovcr areas for the production of 
the stockers and feeders, the cotton belt of 
the South is likely to be found competing 
with the corn belt in the production of fat 
steers. To do so will utilize to best advan- 
tage the cotton-sced meal, velvet bean, and 
other home-grown fecds in the area in which 
they are produced. It will also leave the re- 
sultine fertility where it belongs. The sup- 
ply of cattle for this purpose may be drawn 
from the coastal plain and lower Appalach- 
ian areas with less expense than similar cat- 
tle from the West and Southwest for the 
corn belt. 

In the steer-feeding operations of th? 
future the most desirable type of steers to 
use will probably receive considerable attcn- 
tion. In the solution of this problem it is 
not only necessary to consider the practice 
of some feeders in other sections to produce 
a finished steer at an carly age but also to 
keep in mind the fact that the Southern 
steer is most certain, for some time at least, 
to be finished on a ration consisting largely 
of pasture, or one made up principally of 
roughage with a minimum amount of grain 
or concentrates in either case. 


Some have expressed a doubt as to 
whether the beef consumer of the future 
will demand the amount of fat on beef that 
was required before the war. If this is true, 
the Southern steer producer may find him- 
self producing instead of a finished steer at 
eighteen months of age, weighing 1,000 
pounds, as is the custom in the Corn Belt,

one carrying from 400 to 600 Ibs. more 
weight at the age of 28 to 36 months or old- 
er. No doubt many readers have already 
given this question considerable thought. It 
is in the minds of some still an open ques- 
tion requiring further investigation and 
study. 

In the finishing of steers in the South 
the problem is not more protein or nitrogen- 
ous concentrates, such as cottonseed meal, 
velvet beans, or peanut meal, but how 
to get enough of other feeds to limit these 
highly expensive protein feeds to the point 
of greatcst economy. A more rational use 
of these feeds, particularly cottonseed meal 
(not over an average of five pounds per 
1,000-pound animal) will result in chcaper 
rations without a decrease in daily gains if 
= other or carbohydrate feeds are sup- 
plied. 

The problem of winter feed and care of 
beef cattle in the South, as well as finishing 
steers, has not been entirely solved or rather 
the best-known practices have not yet been 
put into general use. It has been proven 
rather conclusively that the gains of cattle 
on pastures are somewhat in proportion to 
the losses during the preceding winter. It 
has like-wise been fairly well established 
that the total gain for the year (both win- 
ter and summer) is in proportion to the gain 
curing the winter. For this reason it would 
seem that it is highly important to provide 
extra feed and care for a period of at least 
from two to three months durin~ the winter 
period of short or scanty pasture on the 
range. 


The wintering process enhances the value 
of cattle just as does the fattening process, 
although for another reason and to a much 
less degree. The enhancement is due to the 


fact that the steer in the spring has the graz- 
ing: season—which is the season of cheap 


gains and large profits—immediately before 
him and therefore is worth more per pound 
than in the preceding or succeeding fall (un- 
less finished for market from the pasture) 
when he has before him the winter period, 
which is the period of greatest expense. 


The old notion that light feeding during 
the winter makes cheap gains during the 
spring is not supported by results of inves- 
tigations. The truth is, other things being 
equal, the cheapest gains are made on ap- 
proximately full feed. As the ration is de- 
creased from this point the feed required 
per pound of gain increases uniformly until 
a maintenance ration is reached, when of 
course all the feed given is wasted when 
considered alone from the standpoint of 
gains made. In reducing the feed even be- 
low the point of maintenance so that the an- 
imals actually lose in weight, as is often 
done in unapproved farm practice, the deficit 
to be met is not only the total cost of the 
feed used but the value of the Icss in weight 
as well. 

All this means that the manner of hand- 
ling the steer the following summer, wheth- 
er he is grazed or full fed, will influence in 
a large measure the manner in which he can 
be most profitably wintered. If pasture 
alone is used, thcre is a very definite limit 
to the quantity of grain that can be fed cur- 
ing the winter wiihout sericusly affecting 
the capacity of the animal to make profit- 
able use of the pasture the following sum- 
mer, or, to state it differently, there is a 
very definite limit to the amount of fat that 
it will be profitable to put cn a steer in the 
winter when the animal is to be grazed the 
following summer. 


On the other hand, as a general propcsi- 
tion, the smaller the gains the more costly 
they are and, within certain limits, the more 
expensive the winter operation becomes. 


Therefore, we may say that loss in the win- 
tering operation should always be avoided, 
and also that to make the largest total gain 
for the year for both winter and summer a 
little gain is better than holding the cattle 
at the same weight during the winter. 


The increase in herds of pure bred cattle 
in the South has been equal to the general 
increase of other cattle. The progress of 
pure bred herd development is not shown in 
numbers alone. The record of the South at 
the recent International is fresh in all our 
minds. The names of Bonny J., Idolmere 
and Lesdedeza Collynie take a place beside 
that of Point Comfort 14th and others in 
the International Hall of Fame. The in- 
crease in the number of herds and of prize 
winners does not tell the whole story. Prob- 
ably one of the greatest developments that 
will make for the future of the industry in 
the South is in the number of admirers of 
beef cattle—not only admirers but those who 
actually work with them in order that these 
well bred cattle may best serve the interests 
of the farmer. 

Along with the increased interest in beef 
cattle and increased numbers as well as in 
all feed crops, the cattle themselves have 
shown a remarkable improvement in qual- 
ity and breeding. Pure bred sires are far 
more numerous on the farms today than 
they were only a few years ago. If the 
Scuth is to take the place that, by natural 
conditions it is entitled to and most likely 
will occupy. still more work needs to be done 
along this line. 


That a more vigorous effort is needed and 
should be made in this connection is shown 
by the average weight of cattle going to 
the Southern markets as compared with oth- 
er markets. Taking the classes of mature 
cattle suvplying the bulk of trade the fol-

The figures given do not necessarily rep- 
resent cattle of the same age, but as they go 
on the market at the present time. Figures 
for cattle of the same age would probably 
show even a greater difference in weight. 

It is the number of interested cattlemen 
perhaps more than any other one thing that 
bespeaks for the South a profitable future 
in the production of beef steers or commer- 
cial cattle. The growing industry has at- 
tracted facilities for handling and market- 
ing large numbers of cattle. Almost every 
section of the South is in close proximity to 
accessible markets. At the present time it 
is estimated that 90 per cent. of the cattle 
of the South are slaughtered within that 
area. 

We may safely conclude then, that the 
progress the industry will likely make in the 
future depends upon the three important 
phases of the work. Breed! Weed! Feed! 
Breed up, weed out and feed more. When 
these three problems have been solved, all 
others will seem of minor importance.

polled cattle of the northeast of Scotland. 
is work was persistently carried on from 
the first Exhibition in 1856, but it was the 


successes gained in 1878, or just forty-one 
years ago, that served most effectively to 
draw the attention of the outside world to 


the claims of this comparatively “new” breed 
in beef production. At the Exhibition of the 
later year there were offered for competi- 
tion two £100 champion prizes, one for the 
best group of cattle in the division foreign 
to France, and the other for the best group 
of beef-producing animals in the Exhibition. 
The prize for the best group for breeding 
purposes, competed for by representatives of 
no fewer than seventeen different breeds, 
was won by a group of Aberdeen-Angus 
shown from Tillyfour, while it has further to 
be noted that another group of the same 
breed, shown by Sir George Macpherson- 
Grant, was reserve. There were greater 
honours, however, in store for the “Blacks” 
from Donside, for the prize for the best 
group of beef-producing animals, open to 
every breed in the world, was also carried 
off by Mr. M’Combie’s Aberdeen-Angus. 
The winning of these victories marks a 
distinct epoch in the history of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. Hitherto the breed had 
been confined almost entirely to Scotland, 
though in the first volume of the Herd Book, 
published in 1862 there is evidcnce of the ex- 
istence of two herds in Ireland, showing that 
the efforts of Hugh Watson were reaping 
some success at least. Between the publica- 
tion of volumes 1 and 2 of the Herd Book a 
long hiatus occurred; a time when through 
the terrible visitation of rinderpest quite a 
number of the old herds in Angus were se- 
verely devastated. The loss which the breed 
then sustained is incalculable. Writing in 
1876 the late Mr. Wm. Fullerton penned this 
pathetic statement—a statement which re- 
lated an all too-common experience—‘My 
herd was swept off by pleuro in 1859, when, 


in five months, I buried a hundred head of, 
I believe, the best herd of polled cattle in 
Scotland at the time. . How my beasts 


caught the disease I could never say. I had 
more polled cattle than my farm would keep, 
and I had animals on several other farms, 
both on grass and turnips, which had, I sup- 
pose, brought home the fell disease. I had 
again got a considerable length to recoup my 
old position, but three times my herd was 
carried away.” Fortunate indeed was it that 
at sales in 1843 and 1844 cattle bred by Mr. 
Fullerton had been purchased for the Tilly- 
four herd, and thus preserved for the future 
of the breed. Other experiences of a similar 
nature could be given, and it is little wonder 
that the result was a direct falling off of the 
interest in the formation and maintenance 
of pedigree herds. In 1871 the work of col- 
lecting pedigrees for another start was tak- 
en up, and by July 1879 there had been issued 
five volumes. In that year there was formed 
the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society with a 
membership of fifty-six, a number which has 
in the interval increased by nearly twelve 
times. During recent years the progress has 
been very marked, and entries for the Herd 
Book have well nigh doubled, numbering for 
the current volume 4580, drawn from herds 
in Scotland, England and Ireland.

er lands to which it had been taken, it had to 
fight for its place in popular estimation 
against long-established breeds. In 1873 
there were introduced to a Kansas ranch 
three bulls of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, 
and the half-bred steers which were bred 
from the horned Texas cows made a great 
impression on feeders in the range country 
and also at the stock yards sales at Kansas 
City. The breed immediately “caught on,” 
and the late 70’s and early 80’s witnessed a 
remarkable export trade to America. Whole 
herds were acquired, and it has been esti- 
mated that from 1880 to 1883 there were im- 
ported 2000 head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
into the States and Canada. In 1883 there 
was formed the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, which has a member- 
ship of over 5000, having far outgrown the 
Society in Scotland. The secret of this great 
progress is to be found in the admirable way 
in which Aberdeen-Angus cattle met the 
growing demands of the beef-prcducing in- 
custry. As in the old country, so in the new, 
it came out of the severest tests with flying 
colors. In crossing, bulls of the breed proved 
their oustanding prepotency, imparting to 
thcir offspring these characteristics of early 
maturity, natural flesh-forming properties, 
and robustness of constitution which defied 
the most trying conditions of feed and 
climate. Great indeed as has been the record 
of the breed at the Smithfield Fat Stock 
Show—where over the past twenty-one 
shows it has won more championship honors 
than all the other beef breeds combined, 
while it and its crosses have bcen the ex- 
clusive championship winners in the Carcase 
Cempctition—it is eclipsed by the record at 
the Chicago International Show, which 
stands out without parallel in the annals of 
any other breed. As it is only by compari- 
son that the relative position of any breed 
can be ascertained, we submit the following 
table showing the championship results at 
the Chicago International, which is perhaps 
the mest exacting and comprehensive fat 
stock show held:—

And just to show 
how thoroughly the breed meets the require- 
ments of the butcher’s block under any var- 
iety of circumstances, and how well this final 
verdict, which was always kept in the fore- 
front by Mr. M’Combie, is being upheld by 
the type which he assisted to perfect, sta- 
tistics are available to show that at thirty- 
six points on the North American continent, 
where inter-breed competitions of beef cat- 
tle have been held, the Aberdeen-Angus has 
triumphed. “From the balmy climate of 
Jacksonville, Florida,” writes an American 
correspondent, “where the New York mil- 
lionaires spend their winters, to the frigid 
weather of Edmonton, Alberta, Canada; 
from the romantic soil of the ukelele and 
Syracuse and Buffalo, New York; from the 
cocoanuts in Hawaii to the effete East of 
ranges of the south-west, parched by three 
years’ drought, to the clinging zero damp- 
ness of Manitoba, the Aberdeen-Angus has 
won its victories over all rivals.” 


Argentina. 


The thrifty qualities of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus are becoming more and more appreci- 
ated by the estancieros of Argentina, and as 
the movement advances for the grading of 
the meat as to auality, the demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle becomes correspondingly 
keener. Though it is about forty years since

the first representatives of the breed were 
introduced, the progress made was for.many 
years slow, due it is to be feared to the fact 
that in too many cases the specimens ex- 
ported were detrimental rather than helpful 
to the interests of the breed. More recently 
great progress has been made, and as with 
the butchers in this country, so the buyers 


in Argentina have shown through a practical 
monetary channel the enhanced value for 
beef purposes which they attach to the steer 
with Aberdeen-Angus characteristics. Steer 
and block test grand championships have al- 
so fallen to the breed in Argentina, but it is 
confidently expected that that country will 
in the very near future provide a great field 
of development for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
The autumn sales of 1918 showed an in- 
creased average by over 30 per cent. on the 
previous year, while it may be noted that of 
the two bulls which reached the record price 
in this country at the Perth sales in the 
spring of 1919,—-viz. 2800 guineas—one was 
to the order of a breeder in Argentina. An 
Aberdeen-Angus Association with a flourish- 
ing and steadily increasing membership was 
established in Argentina a few years ago, 
and since then the interests of the breed have 
been growing apace. 


New Zealand. 


Throughout Australasia the breed is not 
so widely known as its merits deserve. Since 
1863 there have been Aberdeen-Angus in 
New Zealand, and practical handlers of the 
breed have testified that they proved its 
great capacity for economical beef produc- 
tion under natural conditions. “It is a phe- 
nomenal beef producer” testifies the owner 
of a herd of about 2000 head of the breed of 
which 900 are breeding cows. “No other 
type responds so quickly to feeding, nor 
comes to such fine beef condition in baby- 
hood. The breed is acclimatised anywhere.” 
Within the past four or five years there has 
sprung up an excellent trade in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle between New Zealand and 
Qucensland and other parts of Australia. 
Commenting on extensive shipments to 
Queensland, the New Zealand Journal of Ag- 
ricul‘ure, in course of a long article detailing 
the valuable characteristics of the breed, 
states that “the demand for the Aberdeen- 
Angus in QueensJand has arisen from the

State it has unmistakably shown its super- 
jority over all other breeds in hardiness or 
ability to resist such conditions. ‘The breed 
has a reputation for hardiness, acquired in 
its original quarters, the north-east of Scot- 
land, and the quality appears to exhibit it- 
self as readily in respect to drought-resist- 
ance as to other circumstances.” 

In June 1917 there was formed the New 
Zealand Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Breeders’ 
Association, and just to indicate the immedi- 
ate prospects, it may be noted that at the 
dispersion of the Gladbrook herd in March 
1918, prices ruled up to 510 guineas for an 
18-month old bull, six young bulls averaging 
316 guineas, while for 160 head the gencral 
average was £88, 12s. 


Australia. 


An Aberdeen-Angus Association is also in 
existence in Australia, where the breed does 
very wcll, though there have been ccmpara- 
tively few exports direct from Britain. As 
early as 1888 we find the championship over 
all beef breeds won at the Melbourne Show 
by an Aberdcen-Angus, and at Brisbane, 
Sydncy and the Tasmanian shows the breed, 
either in the pure-bred state or through its 
crosses, has taken a prominent place. There 
also, as in the homeland, it has been excep- 
tionally favoured by the butchcrs, while the 
pastoratists have found Aberdcen-Angus 
cattle active searchers for food, good thriv- 
ers on the poorest of land, hardy and robust, 
and able to come through the severe winters 
of the coldest districts of Australia satis- 
factorily. Both New Zealand and Australia 
are likely to be large importers of Aberdcen- 
Angus cattle in the ncar future. Those 
Colonials who have recently been in this 
country and have had an opportunity of in- 
specting herds of the breed are enthusiastic 
over their natural fleshing qualities, and it 
is confidently expected that the more fully 
the merits of the brced become known in 
these countries, the more the cattle will be 
appreciated, and the greater must become 
the demand. 


South Africa. 


At present and for the past half-dozen 
years South Africa has proved the best 
market for the British breeder of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. The breed has had a compar- 


ren mies on oc VAY MOND, S. D. 


atively brief history in that country, the 
first imports haviug been made less than 
twenty years ago, but even up to abcut 1912 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle were practically un- 
known there. the awakening of South Af- 
rica to the great possibilities of a meat ex- 
port trade has changed all this, and today 
the Aberdeen-Angus is the favorite beef 
breed over all that vast ccuntry trom the 
Cape in the south to the Zambesi in the 
north. Breeders have in Scuth Africa a field 
of the greatest possibilities, and hitherto the 
breed has done remarkably \.ell, and by its 
conquests at the Johannesburg, Bulawayo 
and other shows has attracted the attcntion 
of the great ranching concerns, who are add- 
ing as extensively as they can to their hold- 
inves of Aberdeen-Angus ca.tle. In spite of 
present great difficultics in shipment, and 
heavy freight and insurance charges, a good 
trade is being carried on with South Atrica, 
and what is even more satisfactory for the 
future of the breed, there is the fact that 
South African breeders are losin~ that con- 
servatism in the matter of prices which char- 
acterised earlier shipments and are showing 
ac’ -‘tion to raise appreciably the stand- 
ard of the cattle they import. The South 
African Stud Bock, which comprises all 
breeds, has reached volume 12, and since 
1917 the interests of Aberdecn-Angus catt!e 
in that ecuntry have becn carefully fostered 
by the South African Aberdeen-Angus Cat- 
tle Breeders’ Society.

The above is an interesting list and highly 
representative, but it 1s nct nearly so ex- 
tensive as one would rcasonabiy expect ot a 
breed which, under all the various conditions 
to which it has been subjected, has given 
such satisiac.ory results. In considering 
this point it cugnt to be kept in mind that 
the birthplace of the Aberdeen-Angus catt.e 
representea not only a comparatively smail 
alea, but a comparatively remote area. Un- 
til about the period 1845-’50, there were no 
railways in the north of Scotland, and the 
natuia: 1esult was that the breed was very 
largeiy circumscribed to those particular lo- 
callvies to which it is believed to be indigen- 
ous. Other breeds situated in districts where 
locomction trom one point to the othcr was 
easier, were therectore more favorably situ- 
ated tor an eartier development. But with 
the provision of an outlet the Aberdcen-An- 
gus nas grown steadily in public estimation, 
and the position it at present holds among 
the beef breeds of the world is testimony to 
the growmg ap»reciation entertaincd for it 
as the result of the practical, utilitarian tests 
thrcugh which it has so success.uily passed. 


Characteristics of the Breed 


Of the characteristics and properties of 
the brecd something has been indicated in 
the ccurse of the notes already given trac- 
ing its development, for in the case of no 
breed of cattle can it be said with greater 
truth that the foundations for its adoption 
in ncw ccuntries have had to be laid by the 
results of practical achievement againsi 
strong compctition. In every country to 
which it has been introduced, it has had to 
make headway against established breeds, 
and wherever the production of high class 
meat has been the object in view it has been 
able to prove its superiority, either in the 
pure state, or through its crosses. It isa 
ra‘her interesting fact that, over a period of 
twenty-one years, Aberdeen-Angus have 
won eleven championships at Smithfield, as 
against six for the more widely-distributed 
Shorthorn, and two each for the Hereford 
and the Cross-bred. It is an even more sug-

Aberdeen-Angus cows possess , 
dairy qualities, though ae ee pvr 
raising have rather tended towards the ove 
looking of this characteristic. The milk is 
of exceptional richness, and it is generally 
admitted that for dairy purposes cows of the 
breed are as good at least as those of ho 
other beef breed. Both at the London Dairy 
Show and in the milking tests at Dublin the 
breed has, on the rare occasions upon which 
it has been presented, made an excellent 
appearance. In 1892 for instance, at the 
London Dairy Show, an Aberdeen-Angus 
cow for quality of milk, fat and Weight of 
butter was first with 140.8 points, the high- 
est number of points ever gained at the 
Show up to that time, while at Dublin in 
1901 the first prize in the milking test com- 
petition was won by an Aberdeen-Angus 
cow. The history of the breed teems with 
evidence of its milking properties, but these 
have not been developed, as it is along beef- 
preducing lines that the breed has been 
fcund to answer best. Still there is nothing 
very far wrong when a cow can bring up her 
calf well, or when, as is quite a common 
practice in many herds, a cow can make a 
good job of a ccuple of heifer calves. 

But the leading agency in the spread of 
the breed has been the steadily widening 
recognition of the value of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in beef production. Combined with 
early maturing properties and meat of the 
finest quality, the proportion of dead to live 
weight is unusually high. The world’s rec- 
ord in this respect, so far as we have been 
able to trace it, is 76.75 per cent. of dead to 
live weight made by an Aberdeen-Angus 
Smithfield champion. Another valuable 
property is that of early maturity, and in 
this ecnnection it is worthy of note, in these 
days when “baby beef” holds such a position 
in cur normal-time meat markets, that the 
Aberdeen-Angus was the first to win at two 
years old the supreme championship at 
Smithfield, while it is the only pure breed 
that has preduced a vearling champion at 
the Secttish National Fat Stock Show. The 
best types of cattle of the breed are short 
en the leg, and blecky. The smallness of 
bone may not give the impression of weight, 
but in this the eye, unless trained, is apt to 
be deceived, for they weigh much more than 
they look, and steers of 1600 Ibs. under two 
years old ought surely to “fill the bill” as 
regards early maturity. Some readers may 
recall a two-year-old Aberdeen-Angus steer 
at the Edinburgh Fat Stock Show a few 
vears ago which gave a return of just 2240 
lbs. Normal-time tastes, however, as shaped 
by the retail meat market demands, do not 
encourage such enormous sizes. With the 
feeder the breed is a favourite on account 
of its attitude for putting on flesh, while 
with the butcher it holds first place because 
of the economic carcase it yields. marked as 
it is by a maximum of beautifully mixed, 
finely grained flesh, and by a minimum ol 
~aste fat. This is the reason why, for in- 
stance. at the great London Christmas mat- 


ket the plump, eempact “Pelled Scots” never 


fail to find ready sale at the top quotations. 
Exnvcrience has further shown that so prepo- 
tent is the breed. and so strengly does 't 
nernetuate its own characteristics on its off- 
syrine, that for crossing with other breeds 
for the production ef a cuickly maturing, 
hivh-elass commercial type of butcher’s an- 
imal, bulls ef no breed can be used to better 
advantage than those of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. An interesting commentary on 
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i is to be found in the very large 
6 ee of Aberdcen-Angus bulls that are 
sei by the Stock Improvement Societies 
registered under the Board of Agriculture 
for Scotland, through the medium of which 
most valuable work in stock improvement is 
being carried on. Being of hardy constitu- 
tion, and capable of great encurance where 
conditions are adverse, the breed can lay 
claim to the further characteristic of long- 
evity, and did space permit many interest- 
ing examples of this could be cited. 

In these times, when the production of 
beef is likely to cngage more attention even 
than hitherto, and when sources of supply 
are being steadily added to, breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle look forward with con- 
fidence, inspired by the past brilliant 
achievements of the breed, that the near fu- 
ture will be a time of great expansion. They 
have at least every reason to expect that the 
more fully the breed becomes known, the 
greater will be the appreciation of its many 
valuable qualities, and the wider will be the 
field which it will yet possess as the result 
of its unexcelled record in the realm of beef- 


production.

breeders of the state, it would be only a 
matter of time until this state would rank 
with any state in the corn belt in Aberdcen- 
Angus production. As it is, the brecders of 
West Virginia are anxious to improve their 
herds by the use of better bulls and by bet- 
ter methods of feeding and care and should 
be able to supply unlimited numbers of 
good useful animals to the Southland and in 
turn serve as a market for good cattle of 
good breeding and individuality from the 
states farther north. There is a large sign 
on West Virginia, however, that it behooves 
northern breeders to take note of. It rcads, 
“Serub Purebicds Keep Out.” 

Michigan vanks next to West Virginia 
in my territory so far as accessibility is 
concerned. Due to its vast reaches and ir- 
regular boundary, this state has not been 
appreciated by Abcrdeen-Angus men from 
other sections who pecome frightcned im- 
mediately upon looking at the map of the 
state and consulting a time table for rail- 
road connections. If the same man had not 
looked at either the time table or the map, 
but simply taken the first train to the near- 
est Aberdecn-Angus brceder in the state 
and gone from there to the next and so on he 
would soon have changed his mind. These 
Michigan breeders are a wide awake, hos- 
pitable. kind lot of men who like nothing 
more than to show their cattle and to dem- 
onstrate the possibilities of Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding in their beloved “State of 
many lakes.” Their herds began with a 
few animals and gradually inereased with- 
out the importation of a great many animals 
from outside the state, until now there are 
many large herds in the state and their 
owners are bringing in herd bulls and better 
females from other states each ‘year. 

Michigan brecders have for many year's 
been showing at the leading American 
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nd have been holding their own in the 
shéfest competition. New brecders are get- 
ting into the game all over the state and 
large numbers of bulls are being sold to 
stecr brecders in the cut-over scctions where 
they will carry on the gospel of the Doddie 
and eventually bring their owrers to the 
light in production of pure bred Aberdcen- 
Angus. It is particularly gratifying to sce 
several large concerns going into the kusi- 
ncss. As I write this, there lies on my desk 
a letter from a man wanting a hund-ed fe- 
males to start a herd. Does tl.at mcan any- 
thing? Is Michigan coming? Just keep 
your eyes on the boys between the lakes. 

I have purposely left to the last the two 
states in my territory that have lcngest 
becn connected with Abcrdeen-Angus pro- 
gress and that have served as a source of 
cattle competition and inspiration to the re- 
mainder of my territory. It is hardly neccs- 
sary for me to deal at great length with the 
intcrest in the breed within these two states, 
as a trip by rail or auto through cither can 
not help but impress the visitor with the 
strides being made by the breed in these 
two states. ; 

Ohio has for many years b<en a Icader in 
Eastern Abcrdeen-Angus affairs, as well as 
the Aberdeen-Angus affairs of the nation. 
The breeders have formcd a state organiza- 
tion that should do a great deal toward 
bringing together the breeders of the state 
and in assisting them in their work. Up to 
the present time the work of tke Associa- 
tion has been left largely to the older heads 
but as the younger brceders gain confidence 
and shoulder their share of the burden, the 
work will become lighter for all. Ohio 
breeders ave building up their hcrds from 
year to ycar and at the same time are di- 
viding their better animals with the begin- 
ners to the East and South of them and are 
in this way helping along the gocd work. 

Indiana has rapidly come to the fore in 
Aberdcen-Angus affairs so that each year 
sees a winner from this state at tke lcading 
shows. This ycar I am sure will be no ex- 
ception to tke rule. Many new herds are be- 
ing formed throughout the state and the 
thing that gives me the greatcst pleasure is 
the fact that the smaller breeders are a\.ak- 
ening to the value of good blood and gcod 
herd sires and under such conditions it can 
only be a matter of time until they will be 
showing at the larger shows and carrying 
the banner of the Hoosicr State to the fore 
in Abcrdeen-Angus affairs where it belongs. 
There are still many parts of Indiana, par- 
ticularly in the Southcrn section, where the 
Aberdeen-Angus is not apprcciatcd and if 
the Lrceders of the state will show at county 
fairs in this section and bend a!l the:r cf- 
forts to making sales there, it will not be 
long until this will te as densely populated 
— the blacks as some othcr sections of the 
state. 

Taken all in all, I feel very much pleased 
over the prospects for devcloping the breed 
in my territory and with the progress tl at is 
being made at the present time. 

With addcd numbcrs of young energetic 
breedcrs, the ircreased number of good herd 
bulls, larger shows, more prize money, wider 
advertising, etc., there is every assurance 
that the era of Aberdcen-Angus develop- 
ment in the East kas just begun.

Rose of Westertown 3d 925, acquired by Sin 
George at the dispersion sale of that prin ~ 
of breeders, the late Mr. Brown, in Septe “4 
ber 1874. Some of them, as for instance 
Rose of the Village 12441, will be found to 
be topped by Ballindalloch bulls, while cer- 
tain others, of whom Ruthven Rose 15061 is 
an example, are topped by Norman of Pow- 
rie 1257, This is accounted for by the fact 
that Sir George in 1887 purchased Rosie of 
Ruthven 12442 from Mr. McCrae, whose 
stock bull for some years had been old Nor- 
man. But however they have been topped 
they are all good cattle and highly thought 
of at Ballindalloch. The first calf of Rose- 
leaf 2993 was Roseblossom 4173, who after 
a distinguished showyard career was export- 
ed to America at a long figure. 


The ancestress of the Coquette family 
was bred at Ballindalloch in 1860, out of 
Dandy 794, a cow of the old sort, bred by 
the late Sir John Macpherson Grant. The 
matron cow, Coquette 5th 2972, is eighteen 
years of age and had a calf in 1891. The 
family is of a rare milking sort and are 
much valued across the sea, having bred 
some very good bulls as well as cows. 

The Lady Idas originated with the pur- 
chase of Blackbird of Corskie 3d 3766 from 
Mr. Hannay. She bred bulls chiefly, of whom 
one, Bushman 2011, was well known in this 
country and a second, Bushranger 2012, was 
equally well known in America. They were 
both got by Young Viscount 736. The best 
collection of the family in this country is 
probably to be found at Dalmore and it is 
well known and very popular in America. 
At the Montbletton sale in 1882 five females 
averaged £248. 

Drumin Queens have only two represen- 
tatives in the herd. Georgina 2d 5979, bred 
by and purchased from Mr. W. Robertson 
has proved an excellent breeder. 


Westertown Duchesses are a branch of the 
Queen Mothers. There are two females. 


There are also two Sybils, descended from 
Sybil 974, a well known National Society 
winner who dwelt for some time at Ballin- 
dalloch. The family died out however end 
it was only in 1888 that it was re-acquired 
by the purchase of Fuschia of Glencorrie 
12791. The family is generally known as 
the Bogfern Sybils and must not be con- 
founded with the Sybils of Tillyfour, who 
had their origin at Baads. 

The Rachel family was started at Ballin- 
diloch under the “four sires” rule. Mem- 
bers of it are likely to be popular. 

There are two Waterside Matildas. It is 
well known that Mr. Wilken’s phenomenal 
and invincible cow was of this family. 

Before leaving this branch of our subject, 
we may just glance at some of the families 
which have appeared in the herd but from 
some cause or other have failed to catch on. 
There was the Georgina family—Georgina 
of Rothiemay, so well known through the 
Kates, Moonlights and Daylights. Kate 
Duff 3573 bought at Rothiemay, was a not- 
able member but after contributing one bull 
calf she failed to breed. The Tillyfour 
Nymphs—Nymph 972 came from Tillyfour 
so long ago as 1864. The family disap- 
peared but a daughter of Nymph’s, Mer- 
maid 4349 which had been sold as a calf in 
1872, was re-purchased in 1880. The family 
has however again disappeared. Represen- 
tatives of Lady Panmure 59, of Matilda of 
Hillockhead 1250, of Jane of Montbletton 
1268, of Maid of Orleans 2d 1177 and others, 


have made evandescent appearances but 


have left no traces behind them.

This association was organized in Decem- 
ber, 1917, and so far as known was the first 
trietly county Aberdeen-Angus association 
ever organized. Many others have been or- 
ganized since. The association started with 
twenty charter members, and ten more have 
been added since. 

At first it was planned to hold one sale 
each year at the fair grounds at Lewistown, 
Illinois, but the last two years it has been 
necessary to hold two sales each year, one 
in the spring and one in the fall.

Ericas, Prides and Queen Mothers have been 
brought into the county. There has also 
been a great improvement in the quality of 
the cattle as well as the breeding. 

So far we have devoted our energies to 
advertising and promoting the breed in the 
county, but we are now beginning to feel 
that we have cattle of sufficient number and 
merit to justify us in exploring other fields. 
We expect to let other parts of the country 
know we are on the map, and expect to get 
some of the outside trade. We adhere strict-

The membership is limited to breeders of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Fulton 
County. Only members of the association 
are permitted to contribute to the sales. At 
first the annual fee was fixed at one dollar, 
but it has been increased te five dollars to 
cover additional expense and general ad- 
vertising. 

The association has proven quite satisfac- 
tory to the members, and has also proven to 
be the solution for taking care of the small 
breeder. Fulton County now has more 
breeders of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus than 
any other county in the United States, 
which fact is not generally known. 

This association has rendered much valu- 
able service to the breeders as well as to the 
breed itself. Our motto is, “MORE AND 
BETTER DODDIES.” We are following it 
faithfully. There are now more pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Fulton County 
than all other breeds together, including 
dairy cattle. We also have one.of the best 
county fairs in the country, and at least 
thirty head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
shown each year. 

At the time of the organization of our 
association there was nothing but what is 
nown as plain bred cattle in the county. 
The best cows were being sold for less than 
$150, and bulls were selling for $100 and 
less. Last October our sale average was 
$252, and cows are selling for as much as 
$700 and bulls as high as $400. In the past 
year many Blackcaps, Blackbirds, Trojan- 


The association 
stands back of all animals sold through our 
sales. It is our ambition to make a name 
for Fulton County in the Aberdeen-Angus 
world, and to have breeders elswhere feel 
they can always turn to our county when in 
search of good cattle, and know that they 
can buy them right and always get a square 
deal.—Harvey H. Atherton, President.

An Aberdeen-Angus County in Mississippi 


J. M. Aldrich visited the 
International in Chicago in 
1902. He was impressed with 
the showing of Aberdeen-An- 

us cattle, so in the Spring 
of 1903 there was unloaded 
the first registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bull in Benton ; 
County. ‘The bull was quite a novel sight 
for this section, attracting quite a bit of lo- 
cal attention. As usual with any new de- 
parture, there were “Doubting Thomases.” 
Cattle were cheap in those days and Mr. 
‘Poubting Thomases” said: “There is not a 
pull in the world worth 200.” The first crop 
of grade calves made their appearance, and 
with it the doubts received a severe jolt. 
They began saying “There is something 
about those black cattle,” and before long 
the owner could have sold all of the male 
calves, but his vision was broader, they 
were steered, put in the feed lot and shipped 
to New Orleans, where they topped the 
market, and also were the first solid car- 
load of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on that mar- 
ket. Following the bull, in the Spring of 
1904, came three heifer calves from Illinois. 
They had to be immunized against the cat- 
tle tick. 

Those were the conditions then—what do 
we find now? Benton County was the first 
county in Mississippi to be “Tick Free.” 
Today in every nook and corner of the coun- 
ty you will find cattle grazing that show 
the imprint of the Aberdeen-Angus sire. 
The people are awake to a new system of 
crop rotation—cotton, clover, cattle. The 
lands that have gradually been run down by 
the old system, are being restored to their 
former fertility in something like this man- 
ner; the lands are sown in Lespedeza, 
grazed three years and are then ready for 
cotton again. 

Today there are nearly 400 head of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the county. 
As Aberdeen-Angus cattle always have 
been, they are in this instance “The Farm- 
er’s Beast.” They are not owned by rich 
men, but by men who till and build the soil, 
by playing fair with nature. : 

Hurdle and Williamson, Lamar, Miss., 
have the largest herd, at the head of which 
stands Sir Blackbird Over 184475, an Inter- 
national and State fair winner. He is assis- 
ted by an Eisa Erica, Esmond 3d 278793, 
from the Tudor herd. In the herd are found 
Ericas, Blackbirds, Prides and Queen Moth- 
ers. 

J. M. Aldrich & Sons, Michigan City, 
Miss., have a herd numbering 60 females, 
comprised of Blackbirds, Prides, K. Prides 
and Queen Mothers. This herd is headed by 
Farmer King 217509, a son of Black Mon- 
arch 4th, assisted by Earlinas Prince Keyo 
258081, a line bred grandson of Undulata 
Blackeap Ito 2d, and Black Joseph Ito 188- 
258, a son of Prince Albert Ito 84486. 

C. E. Mason of Michigan City, has a 
small but select herd of females headed by 
Ames Plantation Black Boy 202397, out of 
the dam of the Grand Champion, Ames 
Plantation Beau. 

W. C. Mason, also of Michigan City, has 
another of the smaller herds headed by 
— Nat Ito 247357, a son of Black Joseph 


Garrott A. Hopson, recently purchased 
gus cattle. The herd numbers some 40 
the C. H. McGordon farm and Aberdeen-An- 
head, and is headed by the Lady Ida bull, 
Beech. 

The reader doubtless remembers that in

1918, it was Mississippi Aberdeen-Angus 
steers that put the top on the St. Louis 
market. In June, Joe J. King, Swan Lake, 
Miss., put the all time Southern top on that 
market, and it was just two weeks later that 
Walker Hurdle again put on the market top- 
pers. The latter steers were the product 
of Benton County. 

In the last sale held by The Mississippi 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 25 
out of 48 head were consigned by Benton 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders. It is a 
long way from Iowa and the Corn Belt, but 
at least one Mississippi County is awake, 
and at work on the possibilities of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle—M. T. Aldrich, Secre- 
tary Mississippi Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association.

Fresh Meat Industry in New Zealand 


(Consul General Alfred A. Winslow, Auck- 
land, April 16, 1920.) 


A matter of live interest at the present 
time is the renewing of the frozen-meat 
contract with New Zealand producers for 
another ‘year, and many of the farmers’ 
associations and freezing-works’ people are 
urging the British Government to take over 
the meat output for the coming year, fear- 
ing that the stocks on hand in New Zealand 
and London at this time will seriously jeo- 
pardize the growers’ interests in New Zea- 
land. 

It is understood here that at the end of 
February, 1920, there were 6,250,000 60-lb. 
carcasses of fresh meat in store in England, 
and at the close of March there were 5,- 
738,046 60-lb. carcasses in this Dominion 
ready for export, with shipments going for- 
ward slowly. At the end of March there was 
space for only about 1,500,000 additional 
carcasses, and some of the freezing works 
have already shut down for want of space 
to keep the meat. 

This will necessitate the carrying over of 
a large number of cattle and sheep that 
were in good condition for slaughter this 
year, and many fear that prices will be low- 
er than at present, which will quite mater- 
ially affect New Zealand stock raising m- 
terests.
